GENERAL NOTE FOR TEXTILES 

1. in respect of norms specified for garments, wher¬ 
ever the applicant wants trimmings and emb¬ 
ellishment other than lining and interlining, 
the same will be restricted to 10% of the FOR 
value within the overall OF value of the licence. 
This stipulation, however, vvill be applicable to 
value based licences alone. In case of quantity 
based licence, trimmings and embellishments 
other than lining and interlining will be allowed 
on net to net basis plus wastage indicated in rele¬ 
vant norms, if any, without any specific value 
restriction. The exporter will account for such 
trimmings and embellishments in the export- 
product. The list of trimmings and embellish¬ 
ments (excluding lining & interlining) shall be 
the same as contained in Aunexure to the Scheme 
for special value based licence contained in 
Hand Book VoF J. 

2. Wherever against a specific entry, the packing 
materials have been provided, the same may be 
restricted to 5% of FOB value. However, out 
of this 5% LDPF/HDPH/PP Granules will be 
restricted to 2.5% and self adhesive tape to 
0.5% only, For other entries, where packing 
meterial not specifically provided under value 
based licence/quantity based licence, the packing 
material may be allowed within the scope of the 
general policy for the packing materials. 

3. In case of a value based licence, zip fasteners 
wherever not specifically permitted in the norm 
will be allowed upto a maximum value of 10% 
of FOB value of exports. In case of quantity 
based licence, zip fasteners wherever not speci¬ 
fically permitted in the norm will be allowed on 
net to net plus 1 % wastage. The maximum 
stipulation of 10 % will not be applicable in respect 
of quantity based licences. In the Ad¬ 
vance licence, the description of Zip fasteners 
should clearly indicate the size i.c., length of the 
Zip fasteners, brand, whether open or closed ends 
whether metallic or non-melallic i c. made of 
Aluminium or Brass or Synthetic i.c. Nylon or 
Polyester. 

4. Wherever import of dyes and chemicals have 
been allowed in the norm, the value of the same 
should not exceed 14% of the FOB value within 
the overall CIF value of the licence. In respect 
of SI. No. 24 of input output norms, the CIF 
value will be restricted to 16% of the FOB value. 
However, where only dyes are permitted for 
import, the CIF value of the same will not exceed 
12% of FOB value. 

5. Wherever raw wool is allowed for import, the 
same will include Scoured Wool/Grev wool 
and vice versa. 
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fi, Wherever synthetic waste is allowed, the same 
will cover 

(i) Synthetic Ring Yarn hard waste, 

(ii) Blended ring spun yarn hard waste, 
ini') Hntangled filament tows (drawn). 

7. In case of export or Silk Textiles including 
Readymade Garment, Hosiery and Knitwears 
wherein Silk/Silk Yarn of any grade/quality is 
used, only quantity based advance licences 
shall be granted and the co-relation of 
type of Silk must be maintained both in imports 
and exports. For this purpose a pre-shipment 
Inspection certificate from Central Silk Board 
has to be produced.

9. In case of certain norms, the quantity of inputs 
has been based on a percentage content of input 
in the export product.

lu. Wherever import of Polyester Filament Yarn is 
allowed, the same would cover partially Orie¬ 
nted Yarn also but where only Partially Oriented 
Yarn is allowed. Polyester Filament Yarn shall 
not be permitted, 

11. Wherever import of dyes have been allowed, 
the same would mean dyes of 100% strength.

In many cases, the resultant products and the 
inputs required have been deserbed only in 
generic terms. The applicants shall, therefore, 
ensure that the relevant technical characteristics, 
grades, quality and specifications are indicated 
both for export products and the items sought 
for import appropriately in the applications for 
the grant of a duty free licence. These dentils 
'vhall also be indicated both in the duty lree 
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licence and the DEEC m accordance with the 
relevant provisions of the Export and Import 
Policy, Handbook of Procedures, Volume 1 and 
relevant instructions issued from time to time, 

(2) Wherever a specific norm has been provided, 
the same will prevail over the generic norms laid 
down, if any, unless the application is based on 
the generic norms and gives reasons for applying 
the generic norms, 

(3) In some cases, two or more alternative inputs 
have been permitted for import for the manu¬ 
facture of a specific resultant product. In such 
cases, the applicant shall be required to opt for 
only one alternative and the duty free licence 
shall be issued accordingly, 

(4) All tile items allowed for import on a duty free 
licence are required to be indicated both in terms 
of quantity and value in the DEEC Book. How¬ 
ever, where an input has been permitted in the 
norms or specifically allowed for import by the

(9) An applicant need not apply for all the items of 
inputs indicated in the norms for the grant of a 
value based advance licence, provided the value 
addition arrived at meets the criteria laid down 
in paragraph 77 of the Pol’ey. For this purpose 
the applicant shall ind cate the source of pro¬ 
curement of the remaining inputs i.e., whether 
they are indigenous or imporled in his appli¬ 
cation. 
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
